The reason being that hunting season is only 
two weeks off and it s time to get the ol 
'30-06 
out of the closet or off the mantle and start clean 
ing it so as to be ready on the first day to got that 
big buck you know is just w aiting for you. 


Just how m any Am ericans and Texans are go 
ing to blow their heads off with an unloaded rifle 
is a matter of conjecture, but it is a hard statistical 
fact that the death rate from firearms jumps from 
an average of about 150 deaths per month to over 
250 in October. 


In November, when hunting starts in earnest, 
and norm ally sane men start blasting a w a y at one 
another on 
d e e r 
leases or contriving intricate 
methods of suicide such as climbing over barbed 
wire fences with their rifles off safety, 
the figure 
climbs to 340 deaths more or less. 


In Texas 169 persons died from firearm acci 
dents last year. It is only reasonable to assume that 
half of these w ere attributable to hunting of one 
kind or another. 


However, death from firearms is not the only 
w ay to die during hunting season. A good m any 
hunters slip and fall over prec ipices w hile gazing off 
into the distance instead of watching their steps on 
unsure ground.
